GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION. 

Of th« Awful Scenes During the 
Soufriere Eruption. 

■ h dlftpotch from its cor- 
respondent in the Island of St. 
Vincent, li. W. 1 . the N. Y. Herald 
says. 

Admonitory rumbling • und earth 
•luakes in the vicinity of Soufriere 
came two weeks ago. 

On Monday, May :>. the lake in 
the old crater became greatly dis- 
turbed. On Tuesday at i o'clock 
in the alt-moon the mountain be 
gau a aeries of volcanic effort*, 
Several earthquakes followed these 
terrible noises, and detonations 
su cc eeded qaiokly, At 7 o'clock 
in the evening an immense OOlttJMI 
of steam issued from the enter 
and lasted until midnight. 

Xerrite explosions foUwed on 

Wednesday morning, and at 7 

o'clock there was another sudden 

violent escape of steam. Tills us- 
OOOded for three hours, when other 
material was •tooted 



j w ith tine dust. A black 
lowed, a rain of Fuvill 
rocks and si 
bright dashes, 
velotisly rapid. These, with thnn 
deling, the mountain shocks, the 
earthquake roar, the lava and fall- 
ing stones, created a sicne of 
horror. Large areas of cultivation 
have been buried beneath the vol- 
canic matter. On the windwa'd 
coast seven plantations are totally 
destroyed. Nothing green is 
visible. 

Sixteen hundred and twenty 
deaths are already reported. There 
are HIT cases in the hospitals at 
Georgetown under treatment. I he 
deaths have been caused chiefly by 
suffocation by the sulphurous gas. 
lightning aud burning lava mosses. 
Few of the cases in the hospital 
are likely to recover. The dew of 
H. M. S. Indefatigable buried thirty 
peasants found dead on the Owia 
estate, north of Soufriere. 

A new crater is reported formed 
on the Richmond estate ne»r the 
seashore. 

The cm unity diftrfetl on the 
windward coast are littered with 
dead bodies. 

Kingston, the capital, and the 
whole population, aie safe. There 
have been no accidents or deaths. 
< loudl of dust are blowing ovir 
the city, however, The rofal mail 
steamer Weal, is transporting fund 
and water to ihe leeward coast, 
sailing vessels proceed to the wind- 
ward coast on the same err* fed. 
Doctors and nurses have gone to 
the scenes of distress. 

The majority of thecorpses being 
found are covered with ashes, dc 
composed and hardly approachable. 
The dead arc being l.iiricd in 
trenches, thirty in each.
